The Disaster on the Virginia Mid- 
tnud Lersous 
shightly Wounded---No One 
MilledeesKnichts femplar tnjared, 
tc. 

An aecident which came near being 

attended with great loss of life e- 

curred on the Washington City, Vir- 

cinia Midland and Great Southern 
tailroad about 4:20 yesterday morn- 
ing, at Orange Courthonse, Va.,—a 
point sevpnty-four miles south of Al- 
exandria. The passenger train bound 
north, under charge of Capt. John 

Fossett, had been detained some 

time near Gordonsville.on account of 

ann an accident to the eecentric of the 
engine. Running out oftime, Grange 

Courthouse was reached, when the 

machinery again got out of fix, and 

another stop was made to repair 
damages. Just at this time a Koch- 
train, Which had been ordered to fol- 
low in the wake of the passenger- 
train, made its appearance around a 
sharp curve inthe road, and despite 
the efforts of the engineer his engine 
ran into the sleeping-coach of the 
m-senver train with great force, de- 
tachipg the coach from the ladies’ 
car, and carrying terror to its oecu- 
pants, Who were neariy all sleeping. 
Of the tWwenuly-seveh passengers in 


* 2 * . 
this caronly three escaped injury, 


hough, fortunately, the wounds 
received were generally of a 
slight character. One passenger was 
knocked through the window 
of the car, and landed on err firma 
some ten feet off. The car was a 
complete wreck, the windows being 
badly smashed, and the seats torn 


from their piaces and badly broken. 
The occupants of the car were prin— 
cipally Knights Templar, from Dos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, and 
other northern cities, with several 
from Baltimore. Aſter the sleeping 
couch had been detached the re- 
minder of the passenger train start- 
ed down a grade seventy feet to the 
mile towards Rapidan station, and 
the engineer, after putting on steam, 
for some cause jumped from the 
speeding train, followed closely by 
the fireman. 

At this juncture the situation b™ 
came Critical, promising the destruc-

recently decided in the Massachu- 
selts Supreme Court, reported in the 
Advertiser, may be of interest to 
those who leave their houses unoc- 
cupied in the summer, or at other 
times.™ The policy was written upon 
a iwelling-house “occupied by ten- 
ants,“ and stipulated that if the risk 
should be increased by the actor with 
the knowledge of the insured, then 
the policy should be void. The house 
was afterwards left vacant and the 
windows were boarded up for several 
months. ‘Testimony of experts 
showed that insurance companies 
were wont to consider an unoccupied 
house as a worse risk than one which 
Was oceupied, and to charge a con- 
siderably larger premium for insu- 
rance; nevertheless, that if a house 
was occupied the risk varied mate- 
rially with the character of the ten- 
ants, some of whom might be worse 
than no tenants at all. The court 
held that the company was entitled 
to an instruction to the jury that, 
though the plaintiff might have re- 
covered had the fire been caused by 
the acts of bad or vicious tenants, yet 

the non-occu- 
pancy of the building had rendered 
the risk greater than it would have 
been with tenants of ordinary care 
and habits. The degree of risk con- 
templated by the parties must be 
measured by the average and ordina- 
ry character of tenants, not by ex- 
treme and exceptional cases, which 
might occur and increase the actual 
risk beyond the original anticipa- 
lion.

Prorrsson Horrm, of Tale, au- 
thor of the “Life of Andrew Hull 
Foote, Rear Admiral, United States 
Navy,” does justice to the character 
of a gallent officer of the Confede- 
rate army by giving a trutbful state- 
ment of the occurrences of the sur- 
render of Fort Henry, by General 
Tonus, of the C. S. A., to Admi- 
ral Foork.

A TIMELY SUGGESTION. 

We sincerely hope that the Con- 
gress will give heed to that recom- 
mendation of the message of the 
President, relating to pensions to 
the soldiers of the war of 1812, 
resident in the Sonthern States. 
The President’s recommendation is 
based upon that of the Secretary of 
the Interior, and is as follows: 


“The report of the Secretary of the 
Interior, herewith attached, gives 
much interesting statistical informa- 
tion, which I abstain from giving an 
abstract of, but refer you to the re- 
port itself. The act of Co pro- 
viding the oath which pensioners 
must subscribe to before drawing their 
pensions cuts off from this bounty a 
few survivors of the war of 1812 resi- 
ding in the Southern States. I re- 
commend the restoration of this 
bounty to all such. The number of 
persons whose names would thus be 
restored to the listof pensions is not 
large. They are old persons, who 
could have taken no partin the re- 
bellion, and the services for which 
they were awarded pensions were in 
defence of the whole country.” 


As the President says, the names; 
which would be restored to the pen- 
sion-roll, by the abolition of the 
oath referred to, are few in number. 
The relief afforded, however, would 
be very great. For the most part, 
those who would be most benefitted 
ure indigent persons, unable to 
work by reason of the infirmities of

age. 


They served the country, 
the whole country, ” faithfully and 
well, and now that decrepitude has 
come with years, they shonld be 
cared for by the conntry.
